Extemporaneous Speaking 



EXTEMPORANEOUS speaking, the torcnsic 
activity of the fall semester, is probahly the 
most beneficial of the three contests conducted 
each year by the forensic division. The con- 
testant draws his subject and has one hour to 
compose a five minute speech, no notes to be 
used, although he has the use of three magazines, 
the Literary Digest, Review of Reviews, and 
Outlook and Independent to use for reference 
before he goes on the platform. This form of 
speaking tests the ability of the speaker to dis- 
cuss the topic assigned him and teaches him to 
think quickly and speak well when called on. 
Last fall the city contest was held December i ith, 
at Roosevelt High. East High, represented by 
Melford Hoyd and John McCiruder won third 
place in the city. Other school rankings were: 
Roosevelt, first; North, second; and Lincoln, 
fourth. Kathryn Pearlman, of North, won 
first place speaking on the ''British Situation"; 
Joe Silvers, of Roosevelt, speaking on the "(kr- 



man Situation" placed second, and Mel lord l^oyd 
of East High won third speaking on "Trouble in 
Manchuria." John McGruder, East High's other 
representative placed sixth speaking on the "De- 
pression." 

The group of judges, composed of two faculty 
members of each school, were instructed to rank 
each speaker according to the weight of his 
material, delivery, and use of his time. The 
judges did not rate their own speakers! 

Judges were heard to remark after the con- 
test that this year's competition was the strong- 
est in recent engagements. We know this to be 
true in East High, for the contest was hard 
fought all the way. The candidates Melford Boyd, 
Sidney Levine, and John McCiruder, battled 
every inch of the way and it was only after a 
long contest that the representatives were chosen. 

Next year we will have two of those contest- 
ants back, and we certainly hope there will be 
others out there to make them work.

Track Team 



EAST HKiH'S track team has thus far been 
quite successful. Our well-balanced track 
team built around the veterans left from last 
year has won the city indoor meet, the Lincoln, 
Roosevelt, and North dual meets, and placed 
seventh in the Ottumwa Relays. Thus basing 
the future on past performances it looked, at 
the time of writing, as if East would place sev- 
eral times in the Drake Relays and win a good 
many points in the remaining meets. 

The following is a brief summary of the com- 
pleted portion of the season. 

City Indoor Meet 
Although it was first stated that Roosevelt 
had won the city indoor meet, held March 29th, 
at the Drake stadium, by a slight margin, the 
victory was conceded to East when it was found 
that two ineligible North runners had par- 
ticipated in the one-third mile relay. The for- 
feiture of this event gave East the extra points 
needed for victory. The East High track team 



had a total of seventy-one and three-quarters 
points. Roosevelt was second with sixty-two 
and one-quarter, and North was third, having 
a total of sixty-one points. Of the twenty events 
participated in, our track men took eight first 
places and nine seconds. 

Roosevelt Dual Meet 

East High won over Roosevelt in the two track 
teams' private battle, by running up a total of 
107K2 points to 72V2 for Roosevelt. Miller was 
the individual star for East, taking three first 
places. Roosevelt's high point man was Bair, 
who succeeded in outsprinting our dash men in 
the century and 200-yard races. East won seven 
events and came in second the same number of 
times. Roosevelt took five first and four second 
places. 

East-North Dual Meet 

Again East High's track team was successful 
in bringing home the bacon when they came 
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back victorious over their North Des Moines 
rivals. The score sheet showed that East had 
sixty-six points to North's fifty-two. North took 
more first places than East, having seven to our 
six, while one event was tied, but our runners 
came in second much more frequently than 
North's and so gave us the points that brought 
victory. 

In the contests between the two second squads, 
East swamped the North runners by a count 
of SgVz to 28/2. 

East-Lincoln Second Team Dual Meet 
By piling up a score of 61 points, East's "sec- 
onds" defeated the Lincoln "seconds," who had 
but 39 counters, in their annual dual. East failed 
to get as many men to the finishing tape as 
Lincoln did^ but the number of second places 
which went to East gave the necessary points

Oskaloosa Relays 

Competing against some of the finest runners 
in the state. East High's track team collected 
16% points to win seventh place in the Oskaloosa 
Relays, held Saturday, April 23d. Redrick, Cop- 
per, Scott, and Ostrand were the individual point 
winners for East and the two-mile, mile, and 
sprint medley relay teams brought in the rest 
of our points. 

The feature of the relays was the sterling 
performance of Dick Crayne from Fairfield, who 
himself won three events and piled up a total 
of nineteen points. It was largely through his 
efTorts that Fairfield was able to carry off first 
honors. 

All together, ten relay records were shattered. 
The crew from Creston broke three former 
marks, Oskaloosa and Fairfield set up two new 
records each, and Roosevelt of Des Moines, Ot- 
tumwa, and Washington each set up one new 
mark.
